— Reference is invited to Notification No. 18-ITC(531, dated 
the 13th May, 1953 published In the Gazette of India Extraordinary ol the same 
date, deleting Palm Oil from the scope of Open General Licence No. XXX. Con- 
signments of Palm Oil, If despatched on through consignment to India on or before 
the 27th May 1953, will be allowed clearance without any licence. No further grace 
period will however be allowed. 

2. Any importer who has entered into Arm commitment prior to the 13th May 
1953 for import of palm oil and who cannot get the shipment effected before the 
27th May 1963 should apply to the Chief Controller of Imports and Exports, Church 
Road Hutments, New Delhi, with details of their commitments and all documentary 
evidence in support thereof by the 25th May 1953 at the latest. He should also 
clearly Indicate the extent to which his commitment can be met from hi* outstand- 
ing licence, If any, for Coconut oil.
